London, Aug. 6.—The first known en¬ 
gagement In the North Sea between 
the British and Oermart fleets appears 
to have been, 


as far as reports have 
been received, an engagement between 
destroyers of the two i&vles. Beyond 
reports of heavy firing and news that 
dense smoke yesterday was seen from 
Amsterdam, there has been nothing to 
Indicate that the fleets have been in 
action. 

Confirmation of a fight by the de¬ 
stroyers of the fleet Is obtained from 
the landing to-day of twenty-two Ger¬ 
man and six British wounded sailors at 
Harwich.

Brussels, Aug. 6, via London—The Gazette publishes to day the facts so far as 
known regarding the repulse of the German forces by the Belgians in the Liege district 
yesterday. The German losses are estimated at 8,000 men, while the Belgians suffered 
far less. 

The attack on Liege was executed by one German army corps, while the Belgian 
forces consisted of a mixed brigade supported by the artillery of the forts. The battle 
was fought along a wide front and partially in the open fields. 

Invading Force Did Not Gain an Inch. 

The Belgian troops carried out several furious counter attacks, throwing the Ger¬ 
mans back and pursuing them up to their original positions. Not an inch of ground 
was gained by the Germans during the fighting, and they suffered severe losses in 
dead and wounded. 

The rout of the German Seventh army corps is not confirmed in its entirety, says 
the Gazette, which adds: “The Belgian Eleventh brigade, after successfully resisting 
the German attack, pursued the fleeing Prussians with such energy that the general 
commanding the Belgians was obliged to order our troops to turn back, as they were

Belgium Loss Said to Be Relatively Small. 

“A number of wounded Germans fled to Dutch territory and this gave rise to the 
belief that the army had been completely routed. They suffered, however, losses 
which are estimated at 8,000. Our losses were relatively small. 

“At 4 o’clock in the morning the German Tenth army corps attacked the Chaud- 
fontaine and Boucells forts from the southeast, while their artillery bombarded the 
fort at Flemalla, on the opposite bank of the river Meuse five miles southwest of 
Liege. The Belgians captured seven guns and several prisoners. 

“Proposals for the surrender of Liege have been again firmly refused.”

RUSSIANS RAID INTO 

PRUSSIAN TERRITORY 


Warsaw, Russian Poland, Aug. 8 — 
(Via London.)—Russian frontier pa¬ 
trols. driving the enemy's cavalry 
before them, have crossod the east 
Prussian frontier at Myck and Biala 
and penetrated ten miles into German 
territory. The Russians captured and 
burned the German railway station at 
Borjemin and Biala and cut communi¬ 
cation from Myck to Johannisberg. the 
enemy falling back all along the front, 
burning villages. 


London, Aug. 6.—It is estimated that when England declared war on Ger- 
tnany there were 2,000 German steamships and 8,000 German sailing ships on 
the high seas.

Joplin, Mo., Aug. 6.—'The thirty-eight 
killed and two score lnji^fcd in last 
night's wreck at Tipton ford, ten 
miles from here, when a Kansas City 
Southern passenger train collided w'ith 
a Missouri & North Arkansas railroad 
gasoline motor car, were brought here 
early to-day. Many of the dead and 
injured were badly burned by the ex¬ 
plosion of the gasoline tank on the 
motor car. 

The wrecked train, northbound, was 
late, and was running on a freight 
train schedule. The motor was run¬ 
ning on the Kansas City Southern 
tracks, and evidently Its crew misun¬ 
derstood the orders to meet the pas¬ 
senger at Tipton Ford, for it ran past 
the station without stopping. A mile 
south of the town it met the passen¬ 
ger, head-on. 

Fourteen men were riding in the 
smoker. Only one escaped. 

The huge gasoline supply tank for 
the car’s big motor burst, saturating 
the imprisoned passengers. Then the 
gasoline caught fire. 

Bodies of many of the dead were 
almost consumed by the fire, and many 
persons pinioned beneath wreckage re¬ 
ceived severe burns in uddltlon to 
wounds. 

Complete identification of the dead 
will have to await a canvass of those 
who escaped. Several bodies are un¬ 
recognizable.

service regulations for a British army 
division. The enlistment will l>e 
voluntary for all ranks, although it is 
provided that in the case of whole 
regiments or companies their unity will 
be preserved as far as possible. En¬ 
listment will start at once at the vari¬ 
ous military centres throughout the 
Dominion. 

In view of the fact that it lias been 
decided not to call the men out by 
regiments, the enlistment will take at 
least a week or so. and the force is not 
likely to l»e mobilized at Quebec much 
before the meeting of parliament a 
week from next Tuesday. What will 
be the disposition of the force after 
that, is not yet determined, pending the 
action of parliament and word from 
the war office as to whether or not the 
Canadian troops will 1m* needed for 
service outside of Canada. 

Tlie forces will be imperial, and will 
have the same status as the British 
regulars. Inasmuch as the offers re¬ 
ceived from volunteers already total 
two or three times the number re¬ 
quired up to the present time by the 
militia department, the minister of 
militia is arranging to have only the 
beat men chosen from the standpoint 
of physical and military qualification. 
Every man will have to submit to a 
rigorous medical examination, and his 
ability to use a rllle will also be a de¬ 
termining feature. 

Other considerations being equal, 
officers and men will be*selected In the 
following order Unmarried nu*n: 
married men without families: married 
m n with families. 

Excep* in epochal cases, the ag-* limit 
will be 1ft to 4.1 years. Men who ar«* 
n-iw In the reserve or who are not ac¬ 
tively attached to the militia, but who 
have had military experience, are 
eligible* to enlist. Each officer will tab¬ 
ulate the names in full, giving rank, 
age ami nationality 

Colonel Sir James Alkins telegraphed 
from Winnipeg that he was ready to 
raise a whole brigade.

A distinguished army officer station¬ 
ed in New York described for one of 
the newspapers there the process of 
mobilization in European countries. 

1 Mobilization is really a simple 
tiling," he said. "It merely means 
getting lighting men to 1 lie place they 
are needed t«» fill the complements of 
regiments, divisions, corps or gar¬ 
risons, as tlie case may be. In the 
United States there is no such thing 
as mobilization because we have no 
reserves to mobilize. In this country 
the process of gathering our forces Is 
called concentration. For Instance, we 
rfTlght assemble several army divisions 
in Houston. Tex. That would be con¬ 
centration. 

"On tlie other hand, Germany, Rus¬ 
sia. France and Austria have thou¬ 
sands upon thousands of men who 
have served In the aVmy and are upon 
the reserve lists for further service 
when called upon. When the time ar¬ 
rives these tmops and the reserves are 
mobilized. On the French border Ger¬ 
many, for Instance, has her most pow¬ 
erful forces. Tlie first line of troops, 
those nearest to the border, are nearly 
up to war strength. 

“When war comes the reservist drops 
his pen or his shovel or whatever tool 
he may be using and without more ado 
hastens to the front. He lias served in 
tlu* army before, is really a veteran. 
He has known during the days of 
peace Just to what regiment and in 
Just what city or post he belongs And 
be makes nil possible speed for that 
post. I suppose that no more than 
forty-eight hours would be required to 
mobilize tlie entire French army. Ger¬ 
many Is equally as fast, while Russia 
and Austria, in military circles, are not 
supposed to be so well trained. 

War Their Business. 

"War is a business with tlie Con¬ 
tinental citizens and everything gives 
I way to preparations for it. When the 
reservists are called out nothing inter- 
[ feres with their progress to-their" sta¬ 
tions. The railroads are theirs and 
private business ami pleasure stops. 
The government simply takes posses¬ 
sion of what it wants. Tlie reservist 
starts at a minute’s notice, without 
gun, uniform or equipment of any sort. 
On ills arrival at the mobilization 
camp a big bundle is thrown at him. 
It contains everything he needs. He 
puts on Ills clothes, shoulders his rifle 
and. presto, the civilian has disappear¬ 
ed and the trained soldier stands ready 
for war. Over here we have no con¬ 
ception of tlie celerity with which It 
is all done. 

One of the most Interesting parts of 
the operation is how the military au¬ 
thorities keep track of the eligible men. 
In every village,- town and city lists 
are kept and the men who are on the 
reserve list must keep the authorities 
informed of their addresses. Then 
when the call to colors comes thou¬ 
sands of automobiles, horses, motor¬ 
cycles and now even aeroplanes, carry 
to each man the order to Join his regi¬ 
ment. Sleeping villuges are awakened 
as by a Paul Revere, horsemen passing 
through deserted streets shouting the 
word that the reservists are wanted 
for duty. Before morning on army is 
on The move. 

“In ail countries In the war zone 
where government ownership does not 
exist all public utilities are seized and 
converted to the use of the govern¬ 
ment. Everything possible Is done to 
speed the civilian soldier on his way to 
the front. Reservists who leave the 
country are obliged to leave their, 
addresses with the authorities and they 
are called back by means of cable-

THE SITUATION, 


The only severe fighting of the"fiHU- 
tnry campaign on the continent so far 
ha*? been in “Belgium, where the Ger¬ 
mans are endeavoring to clear the 
road for their advance by capturing 
tlie formidable stronghold of Liege. So 
far their attempts have been unsuccess¬ 
ful anil they have sustained consider¬ 
able joss. A decisive Belgian victory at 
Spa, the well-known watering place on 
the border, is reported, but details are 
lacking. These engagements, however, 
are merely preliminary to the real 
grapple between the two armies, which 
will take place in Belgium within the 
next few days. The Belgian army num¬ 
bers more than 230,000 men, and these, 
nc doubt, ha\> been reinforced very 
extensively from Fiance. The posses¬ 
sion of Belgium is o*te of the most vital 
factors of the struggle between France, 
anil Germany. 

Although a profound silence covers 
the operations on the Russian frontier, 
it is scarcely probable any serious en¬ 
gagements have taken place there. 
Bodies of Russians are still in East 
Prussia and Sillcln, while a German 
force is reported to bo marching to¬ 
wards Warsaw, in Poland, devastating 
tlie country as it passes a’ong. Aus¬ 
trian troops are said to have met with 
n reverse in Servia. 

There is a report that Germany has 
If sued an ultimatum to Italy to the 
effect that she must abide by the Triple 
Alliance or fight * against her two late 
partners. It is hardly likely the Italian 
people will approve of their country go¬ 
ing to war on behalf o£ Austria. 

Mystery surrounds the operations of 
the navies in the North Sea The ar¬ 
rival of some British and German 
wounded sailors at Harwich disclosed 
that there had been an engagement 
between destroyers. There is a con¬ 
siderable German lleet in the Baltic ac¬ 
cording to reports, for yesterday it was, 
said to be shelling Svcaborg. A report 
was received to-day that two German 
cruisers which attacked the Lusitania 
had been destroyed by British warships, 
tut the report afterwards was denied. 

Another dispatch from Madrid ie- 
ports the sinking of one German cruiser 
and tlie capture of another by British 
ships off the Canary Islands. 

Orders were issued at Quebec yester¬ 
day for the mobilization of a Canadian 
army division construing of 21,000 men, 
of w hich 15,000 will be artillery and the 
rest representative of the other 
branches of the service. 

The Canadian parliament will as¬ 
semble at Ottawa on August 18.

"the crime against Europe” and th* 
horror which has been cast on the 
minds of the masses of the people by 
the awful possibilities involved, the 
writer proceeds to set down In vivid 
sentences his ideas, of the spirit which 
animates, the various nations involved.

The first Congregational church was 
established in Salem.

Rev. Samuel Skelton died at Salem, 
being the first minister of the gospel in 
New England. In the meantime Roger 
Williams had returned to Salem, and 
gained many adherents, hut ho was 
soon forced to leave and sought refuge 
with the Indians, who were more tol¬ 
erant than tlie Salem Christians. Later 
the witchcraft delusion and the per- 
| secutlon of the Quakers marked the 
i strength and fervor of Salem ortho¬ 
doxy. In their opposition t-> the Quak¬ 
ers the people were not wholly with¬ 
out excuse, however, ns on one occa¬ 
sion "two young married Quaker 
women walked naked through the 
streets of Salem as a sign of the naked¬ 
ness of the land.”

Tim Duke of Argyll, John Sutherland 
Campbell, who was governor-general 
of Canada from 1878 to 1883, was born 
sixty-nine years ago tft-day. August.6. 
1845, and died la-t May. He became 
tie* ninth Duke of Argyll, on the death 
of his father in 1900, and previously 
was known as the Marquis of Lome, 
by which title he is best remembered 
by Canadians. He entered politics at 
the age of twenty-three, after he had 
gone through Edinburgh Academy, 
Eton. St. Andrews and Cambridge. 
From 1868 to 1878 he sat In parliament. 
In 1871 he married Princess Louise, 
fourth daughter of Queen Victoria. The 
announcement caused public' astonish-j 
m-nt. which later gave way to Joy, and ( 
the marriage- was celebrated amidst! 
great public qeclalm. In 1878 the 
voting marquis received the appoint¬ 
ment of the governorship of the Do-j 
minion from Disraeli, who was a close 
personal friend of the then Duke of 
Argyll. During his administration of 
the Canadian viceroyalty the ^oung 
marquis gained widespread popularity,

The battle of Ayacucho, In 1824, In 
which the Spanish forces were almost 
annihilated, practically decided the 
fate of Bolivia, and In 1825, General 
Sucre completely routed the last 
Spanish forces in Upper Peru, com¬ 
pelling them to abandon the country.
